International Paper Money show from the Memphis Coin Club. Knight also announced that 
arrangements have been made to continuing holding the show at the Memphis Cook Convention 
Center on Father’s Day weekend through the year 2017. 

He’s indicated that there will be a number of changes next year to help things run more 
smoothly along with additional improvements, such opening earlier for dealer setup, efforts to 
reduce lines, changing the dealer and public entrances, filling the entire hall, and the use of dealer 
photo ID badges to name a few new changes. In fact, dealers at the 2009 show were able to have 
their photos already taken to avoid delays at next year’s show. 

The auction at next year’s show will be hosted by Heritage Galleries as planned, with Lyn 
Knight Currency Auctions taking over beginning in 2011.

I always have a feeling of ambivalence when it comes to the Memphis International Paper 
Money show. I always enjoy the exhibits and the bourse; however, who wants to withstand the 
heat and humidity of Memphis in June!? This year was no exception on both counts. 

The bourse was excellent for fractional collectors. Two previously unknown inverts were 
found by Benny Bolin and me. Several fractional “look-alikes” were discovered by several 
members of our group, and one member found a very nice slate-back 1286. The number of 
dealers at the show appeared to be slightly less numerous than usual and there seemed to be 
more dealer-to-dealer sales than sales to the retail public. The auction by Spink offered very little 
for the fractional enthusiast. 

To me, one of the highlights of the show (in addition to the opportunity to socialize with 
longtime friends and collectors) were the exhibits. I have served on the panel of judges for many 
years; and this year’s fractional exhibits were among the best that I have ever seen, thus, making 
the judging process quite difficult. Art Paradis, Jerry Fochtman, Benny Bolin and Bill Brandimore all 
produced noteworthy exhibits. In fact, the quartet of club members had more than 50 display cases 
filled with their exhibits. (Many thanks to Len and Jean Glazer and Mark Delger for the three 
awards that we give annually.) 

In addition to the fractional awards, both Benny Bolin’s exhibit on Fractional Look-a-Likes 
and Jerry Fochtman’s exhibit on Fractional Satirical Notes won Honorable Mention in the overall 
exhibit awards judging by the Society of Paper Money Collectors (SPMC). 

Another highlight was the presentation by Art Paradis on the Spinner counterfeit plate in the 
Heath counterfeit detectors. Art’s presentation was both lively and very informative - I hope that he 
submits it to the Paper Money journal for publication. 

I have received very little information on the upcoming Long Beach sale. By the time you 
receive this edition of the newsletter, Heritage should have the offerings listed on line. 

Again, the club has experienced a “changing of the guard.” My friend and long-time club 
secretary Howard Cohen, has resigned this position with the club. Thanks, Howard, for your many 
years of service to the club and your efforts to recruit young fractional collectors. John “Musk” 
Musarra volunteered to assume the position of secretary. 

Since I begin my 41 st year of teaching shortly, I will not be attending the Long Beach show; 
however, I do look forward to seeing some of you at FUN in January 2010.
